Regarding claim 1 , Schuyler discloses a system for remotely communicating with a 
vehicle having VIN as vehicle identification number by wireless signal as using 
password to access the security functions (15,25,29,30) as door lock, the owner 
remotely "turn off' the vehicle in the event of theft or change security settings as 
desired, the system contains on board computer system (19) connects with sensors (15, 
1 6, 25, 29, 30) which can be installed directly by a manufacturer or car dealers that 
means only the owner or authorized persons are allowed to access their vehicle and no 
ONE else / thefts could gain access [ figs.1 & 6-7, col.2, lines 6-1 1 , col.3, lines 44-57 , 
col.4, line 6 to col.5, line 25 ].
